THE OFNESE IMPERIAL MARITINE 
CUSTOMS. 


a-qex yeake! memosPzer, 

We have received from tho statistical 
department of the Chineso Imperial Mari- 
time Custom: a bulky volume containing 
decennial reports of the trade, nayigation 
industries cto. of the ports open to foreign 
commerce in China and Cora. Mr MoLeavy 
Brown, in his contribution to the volune, 
says with’ reference to tho Kowloon dis- 
trict :— 


While the work proper of the Custom 
House —that is, the examination of catgo 
and collection of Duties—i: all done at the 
stations, the general recording office has 
been up ta the present located in Hongkong. 
It is hore that the office correspondonce is 
carried on, Returns and Reports of Trade 
and Revenue prepared aod despatched, and 
tho office accounts kept and disburacmonts 
mada; bute Dues and Duties of any kind 
are collected, That the liowloon Customa 
should have an office of any kind within the 
lisaits of tho Colony sceme at first view an 
anomaly, and new-comem, uuacquainted 
with the peouliar ciroumstances out of which 
tho situation has arisen, ore apt to consider 
that some disadvantage tothe Colony must 
arise therefrom. A better acquaintance, 
however, with the question soon dispels this 
idea, and makes it clear that advantages 
aeorue to both sides from our presence inthe 
Colony, and especially te the merchants 
who havetodo businesa with us. The mer- 
ebanta or their agents whe are engaged in 
the junk trade all live in Hongkong, and 
nowhere near the station. If they havo 
any question to ask or information to give, 
it is a motter af 10 to 16 minntes to step 
down to the office in Queen's Mond, while it 
would coit them $5 and two hours’ tims to 
go ont to Laichukok, if ont office were 
etationed there. The truth is there is ae 
evil to the Colony connected with or arising 
out of our presence in it which would be 
avoided by our removal to Chinese territery. 
On the other hand, living and working as 
we do in the Colony—its guests, e to 
epeak,—we have stronger motives for being 
friendly and conciliating than we would 
have if tested outaide its borders, At the 
same time, we Ore quite prepared to move 
away wherever it may bo thought desirable 
thot we should do so, The disadvantages, 
if apy, of ut being in Hongkong are ours, 
as we loss much, by being off our own 
ground, in orderly control over our work, 
and are exposed, besides, to annoysnors 
whiob we would escape in Chinese territory. 

One of the moat essential duties of the 
Kowlogn Customs ia the prevention of 
smuggling, and especially of the smuggling 
of opium, !tsm Hongkong into China. The 
line to bs guarded ia mawmly on the water, 
but it al» includes the land boundary be- 
tween British and Chinese Kowloon, which 
is sume {} wiles in length. Jt wae sorvas 
this line that the most exteasive and daring 
amugg ling of opium took place in April and 
May 1837, before the Hongkong Optom 
Ordinance was got into working vtder. 


Specia] arrangements hal to bo made to 
counteract the contraband operations along 
this line’ A guard was organised under 
Foreign ofloers, which, at first small, has 
gone on increasing till at tho present time it 
consists of 6 Foreigners and 150 Chinese, 
who are all armed with Winchester repeat- 
ipg rifles ond patrol the frontier night ond 
day. A bamboo lattice-wurk fence, $ feet 
high, has also beeo constructed along ‘the 
entice froolier line, with a broad solid road 
or pathway on ite Chines side, along which 
the ufficersand guard patrol. The boundary 
line, which rung due east oud wesl, is 
crosaed by six public ronde, at which gates 
have been placed that are cloned at. sight 
and constantly guarded during the day. 
By tbese means the smuggling across the 
land frontier has been ounpletely put a stop 
to, but cof until some serious encounters 
with the smugglers had taken place, in 
whioh sevural lives were lost. In order to 
avoid penile complicatioa with the Mong. 
kong oroller British offiauls, the Foreigners 
employed on the frontier are ail of nun- 
British nationality, 

‘Yo guurd the water boundary, wish 1s 
over 2( miles in length all round the island, 
the Kowlva office has ot present under its 
orders threo revenue seamers of ocean- 
going oapreity and a flotilla af seven 
Tauovhes of various sizes, to which must be 
udded the three steam piguaces of the 
revenue steamers, All she smaller vesselx 
must keon in sheltered waters’ in mash 
weather. Que er two of them are algpys 
engaged on some sort of spocial duty, as 1s 
also frequently one of the larger steamers, 


All the craft available are made usof to 
the best advantage, but mot, it is to be 
feared, with the same success as hax at- 
tended the measures advpted vo the land 
frontier. [t mast be remembered thal the 
boundary line is nowhere more thana few 
hundred yards distant from the Hongkong 
shore, and it is comparatively eusy fur 
emall juuks, of which there are hundreds 
alwoys moving about onthe British side, to 
watch their opportunity, when our lunch 
or steamer is out of the wey, and slip across 
and land their venture o2 whe Chinese shore 
bofore itis seen or cau be interfered with. 
The difficulty, therefore, of coping with the 
amugglers on the water ls very considerable, 

fb.) There has been no change of ony 
importence in the trade sinoe the stotiuus 
came unter our charge, beyond the usual 
ovcillations from year lo year, caused by 
more oles abundant orops either in China 
or in ths countries from which the leading 
Importi ore derived. No alteration in the 
channels of trade has taken place, nor oan 
it be asid that any artice has disappeared 
from the trade of the district or aay new 
commodity made its appearance; note, how- 
ever, must be taken of the rapid inorease in 
the usaof Kerosene Oil, she tmportatious of 
which have trebled during the last four 
years, 

The volume of trade at Kowloon is liable 
to be affected seriously by the mecssures 
whick the provincial authoritics adopt to 
jnereass their revenue, It sometimes suits 
their book to have gordsecarried by juuk 
aul sourtines by steamer, and they make 
their armogements acmtdijng)y, fur ex- 
ample, in 1891 jt was to the Hoppo"s lnterest 
that Tea exported from (snton should be car- 
ried by junk instead of by steamer, ae furiner- |

Native Opium hos oot made ite appexr- 
ance at any of the Kowloon stations since 
tha opening uf the office, but inquiries have 
bean mide as to the rates of Doty aad 
Likin which would bo levied on itin the 
ovent of its being brought down as far as 
Chinees Shamshuipo. It is alleged to bo 
coming dowa frum the interior in consider- 
able quntitios as far as Tungkan, on the 
East River, and to be going into coawmption 
there and at other ocuires of population. If 
this be true, the falling off in the importa- 
tiona of the Foreign drug would be so far 
accounted for. This office hus no means of 
verifyirg these staterenta ; but there seems 
to ba little doubt that Native Opiam trom 
Kweichw and Szechwan is being consumed 
in considerablo quantities, and moro thao 
formerly, in districts about 50 miles to the 
north of Kowloon. 

No particulars of any valuo ure obtuiaable 
as to the profits yielded by tho junk trade or 
the pet-sentage of losses tustuined. ‘Tha 
Intter must, F yover, be considerable, aa 
wrecks are frequent and damage ts cargo 
in stormy weather ynarvidablo, 

There docs not neem to be any eyetem of 
Native ingorance, ag the term is uuderstood 
in tho West ; but the same object -the dis— 
tribution of o loss over a numter of persona 
mnre or leas large—isottained by the Chi- 
nese system of sleeping partners, under 
which tho capital in a firm or company is 
divided into a number of shares held by 
separate partners, one of whom, s8 the 
active managing partacr, has charge of the 
business and accounts to bis co-pariners for 
profits and losses. No Chinaman of means 
eogagel in business will put all bis money | 
into 9ue concero, but will rather have a 
share in a dozen diferent and apparently 
tival enterprises, the gaias in one of which 
will offact the losses in another, The system 
of guilds, ander whieb the firms or com- 
panies engaged in aoy particalar trade or 

asiness are banded together for mutual 
support and are ot the same time limited in

OUR NAVAL STRENGTH. 


The discussion oo the strength of the 
navy continues. Ina letter in tho Vai'y 
Graphe, Admiral De Horsey anys:—' Tha 
general public seems to imagice that, with 
a distinguished statesman at tho Admiralty 
—~advised by Naval Lords who havo bern 
soleatod for their epecial fitness~ ’ 
adequate strength of the Navy ought ’ 
aseured, They perbaps forgot + 
nominilly the sole rasponsibility (under 
Mr Childers’ Order in Council) rests with 
the First Lord, who must—or thicks ho 
must—act in unison with tho politicnl 
exigencies of the Prime Minister and hin 
party; and also thet the Naval Lorde, 
owing to an cxaggetated sonee of loyalty 
to thoir chief, refrain from: expressing 
publidy what they kuow to be our peritous 
condition. So much for one caueo of our 
chronic state of inetliciency, a condition 
only partially remedied at intervals by 
periodic scares and the *pertinncity of 
patriotic outsiders.’ Admiral Do Horsey 
goen on to say thatthe comparutive woak- 
ness of our Navy iu ships hat boon so 
proved up to the hilt, that it will be mere 
surplusage to adduce further facts; but he 
emphisives the following ‘shortcomings :— 
‘I. That, even in this time of profound 
peace, and although our ships aro gravely 
ondor-oficered, wo bave a totally in- 
sufticient number of lieutenants und sub- 
Heutovants, all--with minute ¢xeeptions— 
being employed. (see * Navy List.”) It 
ig n fact that most ships in the Navy are 
dangerously short of oxecative oficers, and 
that those we have cun scarcely bo spared 
for three or fonr weeks ina period of as 
many years to sevtheir frend ub home. 
If. That the men of tho Navy aro only 
sufficient to man our ships in peaco time. 
111, That we bavoonty 3,010 psnzioners 
and 23,500 insufficiently truincd roserve 
teu (whose services ewnnot be relied upon), 
while Frauce hae 114,000 reserve—25 O20 
of whom are serving ‘now, and the re- 
muijaing 88,480 have neatly all served 
in warships and know their duties. (Sir 
Geotlrey Hornby.) LY. ‘That we have po 
dock ub Gibroltar, and none wilbio 1,000 
miles radius of that port, while the French 
have numeroaes and magnificent docks at 
Toulon. To weigha penny or two in the 
pound more incomo-tux, or 4 duty on 
luxuries, where ovr oationsl sristenea is 
cancerned, seems nothing shortof second 
childaood or muduvss, ‘What will be the 
bill for a war—evon if al! goes wal? Why, 
eveo for the Crimean war the iacome-tax 
rose to sixteen pedce—a war in which 
(although our aoldicra fought gallintly and 
suffered much) our troops engaged were o 
more expeditionary forca, which might 
have been annihilated without endaogering 
the British Empiro, so long se we kept 
commend of the sas. Doring thot wer, 
men, women, snd children in England 
could sleop as sufely in their beds, and 
yachts could navigate the Ligh seas as 
aecarcly a3 in a time of profoyud pesca
